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Mr. McCarran, from the Committee on the Judiciary, submitted the 
following 


REPORT 


[To accompany §. 1891] 


The Committee on the Judiciary, to which was referred the bill 
(S. 1891) for the relief of Lubo Paskalovic, having considered the same, 
reports favorably thereon without amendment and recommends that 
the bill do pass. 

PURPOSE OF THE BILL 


The purpose of the bill is to grant the status of permanent residence 
in the United States to Lubo Paskalovic. The bill provides for an 
appropriate quota deduction and for the payment of the required visa 
fee and head tax. 

STATEMENT OF FACTS 


The beneficiary of the bill was born in Yugoslavia on April 4, 1923, 
and last entered the United States as a seaman on January 6, 1951. 
He was removed from the ship and placed in the Marine Hospital in 
Savannah, Ga., where it became necessary to amputate his right shoul- 
der and arm. He states that he refused to join the German Army 
and evaded the Germans from 1941 to 1943 when he was apprehended 
and sent to a concentration camp. 

A letter dated January 3, 1952, to the chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on the Judiciary from the Deputy Attorney General with 
reference to the case reads as follows: 
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JANuARY 3, 1952. 
Hon. Par McCarran, 
Chairman, Commiitee on the Judiciary, 
United States Senate, Washington, D. C. 


My Dear Senator: This is in response to your request for the views of the 
Department of Justice relative to the bill (S. 1891) for the relief of Lubo 
Paskalovic, an alien. 

The bill would provide that Lubo Paskalovic shall be considered to have been 
lawfully admitted to the United States for permanent residence as of the date of 
its enactment, upon payment of the required visa fee and head tax. It would 
also direct the Secretary of State to instruct the proper quota officer to deduct 
one number from the appropriate immigration quota. 

The files of the Immigration and Naturalization Service of this Department dis- 
close that Mr. Paskalovic, a citizen of Yugoslavia, was born in Sarajevo, Bosnia, 
Yugoslavia, on April 4, 1923. He arrived in the United States at the port of 
Savannah, Ga., on January 6, 1951, as a member of the crew of the steamship 
Norita. The alien stated that a day prior to the arrival of the ship he had suffered 
a broken arm in an altercation aboard ship and that on January 7, he was hospital- 
ized in the United States Marine Hospital in Savannah where he was interviewel 
on August 27, 1951. The files also reflect that on March 25, 1951, it became 
necessary to amputate Mr. Paskalovic’s right shoulder and arm because of a 
malignancy. He stated that an artificial shoulder and arm are being prepared for 
him and that he expected to be discharged from the hospital shortly after being 
fitted with the prosthesis. Mr. Paskalovic stated that the Orion Shipping Co, 
has been paying for his treatments at the Marine Hospital. 

According to the alien, he refused to join the German Army, evading the 
Germans from 1941 until 1943, when he was apprehended and sent to a concen- 
tration camp in Ingolstadt, where he remained until May 1945. He stated that 
he was liberated by the American Army and remained in displaced-persons camps 
until November 1947, at which time he was admitted to France as a displaced 
person. He advised that he was employed in France as a woodcutter, miner, and 
painter until February 1949, when he obtained employment as a seaman. 

The quota of Yugoslavia, to which the alien is chargeable, is oversubscribed 
and an immigration visa is not readily obtainable. In this respect, his case is 
similar to those of many other aliens who desire to enter the United States for 
permanent residence, but who are unable to do so because of the oversubscription 
of the quotas to which they are chargeable. The record fails to present considera- 
tions sufficient to justify the enactment of special legislation granting Mr. Pask- 
alovic a preference over the alien who remains abroad in compliance with the law 
and awaits his regular turn for the issuance of an immigration visa. 

Accordingly this Department is unable to recommend enactment of the 
measure.

3. He guarantees that Ljubo Paskalovic, who is seeking permanent residence 
in the United States, will never become a public charge of the city, county, State 
or National Government; 
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4, That the Roman Catholic diocese of Savannah-Atlanta assures his em- 
ployment, either in private enterprise or in the diocesan organization; 

5. And that, in the event of physical disability through disease or accident, 
he will be cared for in an institution of the church. 

6. Unto all the above statements the aforesaid Joseph E. Moylan testifies 
under oath and affixes the official seal of the Roman Catholic diocese of Savannah- 
Atlanta.

The following items are in answer to the six questions which Senator George 
in his letter of July 6 suggested should be cleared up regarding Lubo Paskalovic: 

1. Subject entered the United States while working aboard a ship which put 
into port in Savannah in January 1951. While on board ship he was accidentally 
struck and fell, striking his right arm. Following this he experienced immediate 
pain. He was admitted to the hospital on January 7, 1951, for treatment. 

2. Present activities of subject: He is ambulatory on ward, waiting for a 
prosthesis for his right shoulder which is being made in Atlanta. 

3. (a) How such person is earning a living: He has been a patient in the 
hospital since January 7, 1951. However, he is very industrious and assists the 
personnel of the hospital in every way possible; is always willing to run errands, 
push carts, or anything else one can perform with only one hand. He also speaks 
five different languages and has been of great help as an interpreter to the doctors 
in interviewing foreign seamen admitted here who cannot speak English. Subject 
has learned to speak English since January 1951. He also has made several 
trips to the railroad station when foreign seamen are transferred to New York 
going along with shipping company officials to act as interpreter. 

(b) Subject, when discharged from the hospital, has an offer of a job in Savannah 
working as clerk in grocery store. Heis very well educated and speaks five different 
languages. He could easily earn his living as an interpreter. Before losing his 
right arm he was quite an artist and has now learned to paint with the left. 

4. There is no record of subject ever having engaged in any activities detri- 
mental to the United States Government. 

5. He has never been convicted of any offense under any Federal er State law. 

6. He has no relatives in the United States and so far as he knows, all his relatives 
were slain by the Germans during World War II. 

The store in which the subject’ has been offered work is owned by Mr. Martin 
Koncul, 1409 East Forty-first Street.
